Our Finances. 


Thero is nothing wroog with 
the Colony’s finances, to judge 
from the statement issued for the 
quatter ended March 31st. This 
shows that incomings auricg the 
three months exceeded cixburse- 
ments, by more.than two million 
doltars. The vevenue was con- 
siderably more thsn $1,873,000 
above the amount received during 
the corresponding quarter last 
year, whilst sxpenditure did not 
increase more than about $420, 00.

‘Developing Self-Goverment. 


Ie the House. of Commons last 
monthb,Ear} Winterton moved that 
the draft rules onder the Govern- 
ment of Indis Act, which are re- 
quired to give effect to the noti- 
fication of the Governor-General 
constituting Burma a Governor's 
Province under the Act, be ap- 
proved, subject to modification in 
the draft of the Burma electoral 
rules. The House approved the 
Rules. : : 

Earl Winterton pointed out that 
the rules followed very closely 
the corresponding rules framed 
ju 1920 with a few important 
differances.: For example, women 
had the vote on the same basis as 
men. Women io Burma, said

public life, were in a very 
different position from women in 
Indias, and there were reasons for 
removing the disqualification in 
the case of Burma. The transfer 
of Edvcation and Forestry had 
been meade with the entire ap- 
proval of allthe authorities who 
were consulted.

Of the mang new works heard 
at the latest concerts | mention 
must be made of the “German 
Motet.” opus 62, by Richard 
Strauss, writteo in one,movement 
for four’ solo voices and sixteen 
parts acapells,and lasting twenty 
minutes, writes a Vieans cotres- 
pondent. the words are taken 
from a beautifol poem of Fried- 
rich Ruckert (1788-1866). This 
dithyrambic piece of music, with 
its metaphysical longing, fall of 
inventive resources, reveals the 
tnaster-hand. especially in the ex- 
position, vith its contingous de-' 
velopment and accumulation of 
effect. A beautifol climax of 
great power and intensity is 
worked up, and a towering fugue 
leads the motet toa majestic end- 
ing, with the words: “Wake in 
me, light!"
